The printing law of 1895 (still In 

force) spectfled the edition and dlspo-

lions i>f the Kiivi-rninent, writes \V. S. 
Ko'isiipr, In Atlantic. The total '"num- 
ber " -whether single volumes or sets 
jf "parts"— authorized by this law was 
982,600. afterwards increased to 1,- 
116,609. or this sgcrsgate conSress re- 
served fot Itself as quota 88 per cent. 

The quota arose, and has flourished, 
principally for two reasons. Naturally 
pnough. the voter rather lUu-s to ob- 
tain something for nothing, and the 
receipt of exi)enslve publications from 
the member of congres!" for the dis- 
trict involves an element of flattery, 
Just as doss th« receipt of a paekags 
of agrleultural departnent garden 
seeds from the same source.

27. Any loss or damage arising out of 
the nature of the work to be done under 
these specincatluns, or from any unfore 
keen obstruction or difflculties, legal or 
othewrise. which may be encountered 
in tbe prosecution of the work, or from 
the action of tbe elementa. ahall be sus- 
tained by the Contractor. 

28. The Improveownt will be drained 
to the dltebea, gutters aid aewars, Inlets 
nnd lines of drain tile, and also by land 
tile laid below tbe sub-grade. Tbe Inlets 
win be approved pattern, subataatlally 
set iB.brttflt work. anA will be conaeoted 
with ihe maaholea by Unas of ten or 
twelve-Inch sewer pipe with In er ea asr s, 
elbows, P trapa, or other 'necessary 
shapes.
